WHEN THE NEW TRUNK 
ARE CONSTRUCTED, 


‘Direct Communication Witten Coun- 

try of Vast Wealth and Resources 
—Minerals, Metals and Coal 
Fields—Pasadena Will Share the 
Benefit. 


4 


Pasadenians are naturally interested 
in any news pertaining to the building 
of another trunk line through to Los 
Angeles. That the Union Pacific or 
the Denver and Rio Grande, or per- 
haps both, will extend their lines to 
Los Angeles as a western terminus is 
practically assured, and possibly one 
of the routes followed will be through 
the Arroyo Seco pass. 

Dr. O. H. Conger, who is thoroughly 
acquainted with the country which will 
be traversed by such lines, was seen 
yesterday by a Trims representative 
for the purpose of learning of some of 
the advantages accruing to Southern 
California by establishing direct com- 
munication with the vast and partially 
undeveloped territory lying directly to 
the eastward. Dr. Conger said: The 
great Utah Territory, lying so nearly 
intermediate between the Atlantic and 
the Pacific seaboards, with railroad 
lines entering Southern California 
from the north, will afford facilities as 
will render the proposed route almost 
a necessity as the most economical out- 


| let for the surplus of this vast mineral 


and agricultural region in the direction 
of Los Angeles. 

“Large reduction works for her min- 
erals would naturally invite capital 
at some of our southern harbors, where 
ship and rail could meet, stimulating 
also the rapid development of the great 
iron deposits of magnetic and hematite 
ores that are so abundant in Southern 
Utah, tosay nothing of her inexhausti- 
ble coal fields, building up thereby 
Los Angeles on the south and Salt 
Lake City on the north as the two 
future great commercial centers of the 
West. In return, the semi-tropic fruits 
of Southern California would have a 
direct route to all northern points far 
into the British possessions, as well as 
meeting the wants of the rapidly-de- 
veloping intermediate localities. What 
less can be expected with the gold, 
silver, copper, lead, bismuth, cinna- 
bar, iron, petroleum, sulphur, alum, 
borax, gypsum, nitrate of potassa, car- 
bonate of soda, marble, graphite, crys- 
tal salt chemically pure, with many of 
the valuable gems and other minerals 
of less value, but of great commercial 
importance to work upon? 

Railroad facilities to the coal fields, 
only 300 miles north of Los Angeles, 
will not only furnish what Profs. 
Agassiz and Silliman characterized 20 
years ago as semi-anthracite coal at a 
reduction of from three to four dollars 


— ton on the average price asked to- 
ay 


for the Arizona and New Mexico 
lignite, allowing the same relative 
railroad charges as to distance that 
825 obtained on the California 
Central road. The coal fields of Utah 
and West Colorado extend over a terri- 
tory of hundreds of square miles, hav- 
ing a width from north to south of 
over one hundred miles and eastward! 
from the Sevier River in Central Uta 
to the base of the Rocky Mountains. 
All railroads projected in, this direc- 
tion must necessarily cross this great 
coal belt at one point or another. 

“The products of the soil that would 
also seek this most economical outlet 
cover an area of at least two hundred 
miles in extent from north to south 
and from fitty to one hundred miles 
wide. The cars bringing these cheaper 
products to our doors could return 
laden with our surplus of fruits, thus 
establishing a mutual exchange, ad- 
vuntageous to all sections contribut- 


ng. 

“The extraordinary storms of the 
past winter or those of ordinary me- 
teorological disturbances are of mini- 
mum force over the territory of the 
proposed incoming roads. Snow block- 
ades south of Salt Lake would be un- 
known, and swollen streams so infre- 
quent as to offer no serious obstruc- 
tions to traffic. This as yet compara- 
tively unbroken region lying to the 
northeast of Los Angeles will astonish 
the most extravagant enthusiast when 
railroad communication enables the 
miner, the capitalist and «radesman 
to make a closer inspection of its vast 
undeveloped mineral and agricultural 
resources. Travel for pleasure would 
also find this northern inland routeone 
of unsurpassed grandeur in. mountain 
scenery and otherwise attractive in 
numerous diversified ways. In winter 
the north could be approached from the 
south without fear of detention from 
blockades om washouts, at the same 
time affording the tourist ample terri- 
‘tory over which to distribute green- 
backs and drive dull care away. 
From any point of view railroad 
capital can scarcely select a more prom- 
ising field for investment than through 
this vast virgin territory, already 
possessing 150,000 industrious residents 
and capable of sustaining ten times 
that number. The present consump- 
tion of coal alone in 
nia would require a daily train of 50 
cars, each with a capacity of 10 tons, 
to meet the demand. It must, there- 
fore, be taken for granted that this 
and other pressing demands must be 
met soon by railroads.”’ hae

SrERRA MADRE, Feb. 26.—[To the 
Editor of Tue Times.] I have read 
in the WEEKLY Mirror of February 
22d where ‘‘Rustic’”’ answers the Farm 
Topics” writer with regard to the 
cause of the extreme low price paid for 
farm produce. I have had a little ex- 
perience during last fall and the pres- 
ent winter. The merchant seems to 
think that his profit ends in the little 
profit that he makes from the few 
sacks of potatoes he handles, therefore 
the merchants combine and say, we 


will pay. Mr. Hayseed but 85 
cents for his best tatoes (and 
find all the fault possible) 


and then we cav make a greater profit 
and raise our bank account. But, gen- 
tlemen, there „is where you make a 
great mistake. Divide the large profit 
that you enable yourselves to make 
and give the farmer the benefit, and 
he will r more of you; whereas, 
he is obliged to get along without a 
great many things or on less quanti- 
ties of what he does purchase than he 
otherwise would, thereby reducing 
your profit very greatly. Theu, again, 
perhaps the farmer has a mortgage to 
pay interest on, so if you would help 


im to pay it off he could save that

from you, and thereby give you a 
source of profit which you are now 
loosing entirely: giving it to some rich 


it certainly does you no good. 
And another question for you to an- 
Swer is, what would become of you 
merchants, and in fact of all the cities, 
if the farmers would all combine, as 
ou do, and say to you that we can 
old all our farm products for 90 days 
and live without your merchandise for 
the same length of time? The mer- 
chant would be seen visiting the 
farmer and begging him to relent and 
furnish him some potatoes—willing to 
pay any price. So, just think how 
very short the time would be before 
the cities would be a mass of ruins if 
the farm lands should all of a sudden 
mé non-productive, or the farmer 
decide to live on his own product, or 
nearly so, by grinding his own wheat 
and corn, making his ewn flourand 
meal, and using lye from corncob ashes 
to raise his bread, and the women of 
his household spinning and weaving 
their own cloth from wool grown on 
sheep raised on the farm; using mutton, 
beef and bacon of his own farm pro- 
duction; making his own straw hat 
from rye straw grown also on his own 
farm—not haying to go to Mr. Mer- 
chant for these and many other things. 
These were the facts only 75 years ago, 
and less, and the same can be done 
again, and will be in a measure, if the 
city merchants continue to oppress the 
farmer as they have done since the 
formation of the Board of Trade com- 
bination; and then some of you fat 
merchants may have to come down to 
business in a just form.
